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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 1 .changes the scope of all the claims and would require additional 
consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to applicant's arguments that the 
reference does not teach a relatively thin portion between the two thick portions. The Examiner disagrees as the Santala et al. reference 
discloses a housing in the shape of a bone that has two thick portions and a relatively thin portion between the two thick portions. 
Furthermore,with regard to applicant's arguments that there is no motivation to combine Groves et al. and Santala et al., as stated in the 
Final Rejection it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill to utilize the bone shaped housing of Santala et al. since this shape is well known 
in the art as demonstrated by Santala et al. Finally, applicant's argument that the references do not teach a laminar flow, applicant is 
reminded that as stated in the Final Rejection although the shape does play a factor in causing the flow to be laminar or turbulent, another 
major factor is the flow of the fluid through the device. One of ordinary skill in the art would know to vary the flow depending on what shape 
the housing was in order to achieve the desired flow (i.e. turbulent or laminar) through the device. Therefore, the applicant's arguments are 
unpersuasive and the rejection is maintained.
